' the  person  manufacturing,  importing,  exporting,  transporting,  storing,  sell 
ing,  purchasing,  using,  collection  oc  cultivating  Ihc  intoxicant  or  denatured  spirituous 
preparations  shall  pay  to  the  State  Government  towards  supervision  charges  as  Levy 
as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Stale  Government  in  this  behalf
